W ashington, April 25.—A djustm ent 
of railroad rates allowing a prefer­ 
ence to the vital necessities of life, 
particularly food and fuel, will prob­ 
ably he agreed upon by the president 
and the cabinet. Such a policy is now 
receiving the serious consideration of 
the adm inistration, leaders of which 
have decided that some of the pas!

Commerce Commission have worked 
many inequalities in the nation’s eco­ 
nomic life. 
The attention of the adm inistration 
has been focused on the fact that the

creases . has authorized general per­ 
centage advances. 
It has now been

vances in rates have been out of pro­ 
portion with the production cost, to 
such an extent that the commodity 
has almost ceased to move. 
Particular instances of

eco­ 
nomic situation that confronted the 
cabinet were (presented to Mr. H ard­ 
ing in his conferences. 
One of his 
callers pointed out that wheat pro­ 
ducers in the west are able to realize 
only 70 cents on a bushel of wheat 
at the farm 
because 
of 
the high 
transportation 
costs. 
Growers 
of 
citrus fruits in California, he was in­ 
form ed, have found th at shipm ents to 
the cast have actually turned out to 
be a liability. 
While the president considers the 
solution of the transportation prob­ 
lem feasible answ er has been pre­ 
sented, it was stated at the 
W hite 
House today. 
The railroad proposi­ 
tion is considered the big, outstanding 
problem of the hour.

name of the archipelago is Austro*

“ No one shall kiss his or her <hil- 
dr«*n on the Sabbath 
or 
feasting 
days." 
No one shall personally cook 
nuals, make beds, sweep home cut 
hair or shave on the Sabbath Day.” 
“ No one shall cross a river on the 
Sabbath, but an authorized 
clergy­ 
m an”. 
“ No food or lodging shall be 
offer« d to a heretic." 
The present national commotion re­ 
sulting from the reformers attempt to 
take the sun out of Sunday brings to 
mind a previous attem pt some 
two 
tent uiies 
ago. 
Those 
Connecticut 
blue laws are far fanusl; but 
they 
were by no means 1 inrite«! to the col­ 
ony noted for its wooden nutmeg* anti 
1« halted Cranes. 
Down in the land, Virginia, where 
the colonists consumed so much mint 
julep that tc this day the mint grows 
out of the graves at Jamestown, the 
rules were just as strict. 
In 1682 a 
woman was indicted for shelling corn 
on Sunday! 
Indeed, the very first 
general assembly in the Oltl Domin­ 
ion passed a law requiring every cit­ 
izen to attend church on the Sabbath, 
and if a freeman diso!iey<*d he was 
compelled to pay three shillings, and 
if a slave, he was flogged! 
And go­ 
ing to church, mind you, meant in 
those «lay* going to a particular kin«l 
of church. 
For in 1632 the Virginia 
Assembly pass«.*«! a law punishing all 
dissenters from the Church of Eng- 
land in 1G62 passed an act banishing 
all who refused to have th«ir chil­ 
dren baptize«I in that church, in 1741 
issued a law making life unoomfort- 
able for Presbyterians, and in 174«» 
cr«*at«*d furth«*r statutes aimed at Mo­ 
ravians and Methodists. Verily, these 
were the days of th<* real blue Sun­ 
days. 
Hut who has 
ever 
surpassed 
a 
Yankee in anything- even in keeping 
or in breaking the Sabbath? In those 
days religion enter«*«! into every phase 
of life—one’s foo<l, sleep, recreation, 
work, «iress. 
Those grave old church­ 
men of Massachusetts ami Connecti­ 
cut pass«*«! stern regulations 
about 
one’s cutis, ruffles, ribbons an«l bands. 
There shoubl be, tor instance. 
no 
“ short sleeves whereby the nakedness 
«if the arms may be discoverd" but, 
on the other hand, no sleeve must be 
more than “half an ell long." 
It was 
a nerve-racking time for tailors and 
dressmakers. 
If you «li«l not go to church you 
were simply “beyoml the pale.” 
“ No 
one”, il«*clarc«l tht* old laws, “shall be 
freeman or have a vote unless he 
is conv«*rte«l and a member of 
tin* 
churches allow«*«! in the Domini«m.” 


And, moreover, if you faile«! to attend 
«livine service*, the town watchman 
saw to it that time hung heavy on 
your hands. 
No one was allowed to 
leave town on the Sabbath; no on«* 
must come to town except for church 
attendance. 
No work was permitt<*d 
on farm, in shop, or one ship. 
A 
boat could not be used, except when 
absolutely m*eessnry in getting people 
to “meeting house". 
Using n hors«*, 
an ox, or a wagon was unlawful 
if 
th** church were 
wdthin 
reasonable 
walking distance, ami 
“reasonable" 
was in this case a most 
expansive 
word. 
Then, too, the odor of cooking food 
on the Sabbath was an abomination. 
While to smoke or chew tobacco near 
a meeting hous«< on Sunday im-ant a 
seat in th<* st«x*ks instea«! of a church 
pew! 
In«le«Kl, this use of 
‘sotw«*<*d", 
as tobacco was called, was a most 
sinful habit on any «lay. “ None under 
21 years, nor any previously accus­ 
tomed to it, shall take tobacco with­ 
out a physician’s certificate. 
No one 
shall use it publicly in the street or 
the fields or the woods, except on a 
journey of at least 10 miles, or 
at 
dinner. 
Nor shall anyone take it in 
any hous«* in his own town with more 
than one person taking it at the same 
time.” 
What chance for an Ameri­ 
can tobacco tru«t in those cruel «lavs! 
No did one «lare for a long time to 
make mince pies or play any musical 
instrument, “except a drum, a trum ­ 
pet or a jew’s harp!" 
Luckily, 
the 
early New Englanders were not musi­ 
cally incline«!. 
Can! playing was ab­ 
solutely 
forbi«l«len; 
those 
bringing 
cards into the Dominion was fined 5 
pounds. 
And 
as 
for «lancing 
the 
thought was 
unbearable. 
Says old 
Judge Bewail in his famous 17th cen­ 
tury diary:
